Locomotive Designer 
Stays On Same Track

Although Chester Mack works in 
the aerospace industry, it is obvious 
that his first love is railroading. 
Mack, who lives at 17661 Ridgecrest 
Drive in Yorba Linda, is an industrial 
designer for Rockwell International 
in Anaheim. But he devotes much 
of his spare time to locomotive 
design, illustration and miniaturiza- 
tion. 
, His father was an engineer on the 
New York Central for 46 years, so it 
is only natural that Mack developed 
an early interest in railroading. One 
of his earliest memories is seeing his 
father come home at night covered 
with coal dust.

Warning Given 
Fireworks Pose Danger

Yorba Linda seems to be 
particularly vulnerable to fireworks- 
related fires. Last year, in the 
six-day period from July 29 through 
July 4, Orange County experienced 
97 fires as the result of ‘‘backyard’’ 
Twenty-two of those 


‘occurred in the Yorba Linda area. 

Two of the fites lasted for 16 
hours, two were second-alarm fires 
which seriously threatened homes, 
and one caused the death of an 
infant, according to Captain Mike 
Van Bibber of the California Division 
of Forestry. 

These 22 fires occurred during the 
same six-day period that fireworks 
sales were permitted within the city. 
In an effort to reduce the incidence 
of fires this year, the City Council 
passed an ordinance limiting the 
period for sale of fireworks to four 
days, and prohibiting their sale to 
anyone under age 18. 


The ultimate solution to the fire 
problem, however, lies in more 
careful handling of fireworks. Van 
Bibber urges parents to provide 
superivision of all youngsters who 
will use fireworks and to instill an 
awareness of fire danger. 

“The ‘safe and sane’ legend, 
required by law to be printed on all 
packages of fireworks sold, is 
misleading’’, Van Bibber explained. 
“It tends to make people believe 
fireworks so labeled are harmless, 
and as last year’s fire record proves, 
this is definitely not the case.”’ 

Illegal fireworks pose an addition- 
al problem and Van Bibber said 
these will be confiscated and 
citations issued to those who have 
them. 

“*Yorba Linda is a high-risk area 
for fires because there are so many 
vacant fields with dry grass and 
brush--inviting places for young- 
sters who want to stage their own 
fireworks displays while parents are 


A licensed test locomotive 
engineer himself, Mack prefers to 
travel in a train’s cab with the crew.

the ‘‘Spirit of 1776,’’ that train was 
built new by American Locomotive 
Co. and General Electric for the 
historic 37,000-mile journey which 
took it over 52 railroads in 48 states. 
It is the only train ever to travel 
through all 48 states of the 
continental United States. 

The Spirit of 1776 carried many of 
the nation’s original historic 
documents, including the Declara- 
tion of Independence, in special 
exhibit cars, and was escorted by an 
honor guard of 24 fully armed U.S. 
Marines. The historic tour was 
conceived by the American Heritage 
Foundation as a means of uplifting 
the nation’s spirits after World War 
Il, Mack said. 

Mack’s red, white and blue color 
scheme, with stylized eagles on 
either side of the locomotive, was 
chosen by the foundation from 
several designs submitted for the 
Freedom Train. 

After its tour, the Spirit of 1776 


was repainted in 1949 for the Gulf 


Mobile and Ohio Railroad (now the 
Illinois Central Gulf) as unit 292. 
After many years’ service, it was 
finally scrapped and traded in on a 
new locomotive. The commemora-

at work during the day,’’ Van Bibber 
said. 

He explained that during the 
holiday period there are . always 
more fireworks-caused fires on 
weekdays, when more parents are at 
work, than on weekends and on July 
4 itself. This is evidence that adult 
supervision is a definite factor in 
preventing fireworks disasters. 


“Another hazard exists with 
leftover fireworks,’’ Van Bibber 
said. ‘‘Every year there are four or 
five fires caused from fireworks 
weeks after the Fourth of July.’’ 


What apparently happens is that 
parents store unused fireworks for 
next year’s holiday. Children find 
them, take them to a vacant lot, and 
ignite them, often causing a brush 
fire in the process. 


“The best advice we can give 
parents is to use up all the fireworks 
on July 4, when they can be 
supervised,’ he added. 
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City Annexes Dominguez 


The Yorba Linda City Council 
Monday approved the annexation of 
the Dominguez Ranch. 

The parcel of land covers some 
700 acres and will increase the size 
of the city by 18 per cent. 

It includes portions of land owned 
by four other parties, including 
Yorba and Travis property as well as

$3 Million Awarded To 
Man Paralyzed In Crash 


A Yorba Linda man was awarded 
$3 million in damages Thursday in a 
suit brought jointly against Ford 
Motor Co. and his _ previous 
employer, sunset Ford of Westmin- 
ster where he was former new car 
sales manager. 

Robert W. Brokopp, 34, charged 
that a Ford van he had bought from 
Sunset Ford had been sold with a 
defective power steering mechan- 
ism. As a result of the defect, 
Brokopp claimed that his wife, Carol 
Ann, lost control of the vehicle while 
driving jn Baja California in 1973. 

As a result of the ensuing 
accident, Brokopp, a passenger in 
the van at the time, suffered two 
broken vertebrae. The injury left 
him paralyzed from the neck down. 

The award of $3 million was 
thought to be the largest in the 
history of Orange County civil law 
and one of the largest in the state. 
The case was tried in Superior Court 
in Santa Ana under Judge Byron K. 
McMillan. 

An attorney for the Ford Co. also 
called the award one of the largest 
ever made against the auto 
manufacturer. The attorney, W. 
Mike McCray of Tustin, said that he 
expected the compary to appeal. 

Damages assessed Ford Motor 
Co. amounted to $2,007,500. Sunset 
Ford was assessed $1,002,500, but

Board Delays ‘75-76 
Budget Adoption 


The Yorba Linda Elementary 
School District delayed the adoption 
of the 1975-76 school budget in order 
to evaluate criticisms and suggest- 
ions made by parents and teachers. 

To save money, some teachers 
present recommended elimination 
of school bus service. ‘‘If we're not 
going to get tax money to support 
the programs,’’ noted Trustee 
Kathleen Baker, ‘‘then this is a very 
real alternative.’’ 

Baker called the suggestion part 
of an overall effort to define ‘‘what 
can be provided by parents and what 
the school can provide.’’ Although a 
kindergarten pupil was killed last 
year while walking to school, she 
added, ‘I can still look at 
transportation and say the commun- 
ity knew (elimination of busing) 
was coming.”’ 

Assistant Superintendant of 
Schools J. Elton Patridge reported 
that junior high reading lab teacher 
Bob Allen, math lab teacher Gary 
Hall, and librarian Jerry Knowles 
had all been tentatively reassigned 
to elementary classes. 

A member of the audience, Goldie 
Roe, protested the move, saying that 
she had a list of 70 parents whose 
children have benefited from the 
junior high remedial programs. 

School superintendant Dr. Ster- 
ling Fox defended the action, 
however, pointing out that reading 
is taught in 7th-and 8th-grade 
English classes. ‘‘It is a mistake to 
say we quit teaching reading after 
the sixth grade,’’ he added. 

“At the present time,’’ Fox 
continued, ‘‘the reading lab is in 
large part remedial--and, as such, is 
a supplemental program.”’ A 
member of the audience objected, 


questioning ‘‘whether any of the 
parents of students in the remedial 
program would consider it supple- 
mental.”’ 

The proposed budget does include 
$3,150 to provide after-hours 
remedial instruction by one reading 
teacher and one math teacher, 
Assistant Superintendant Patridge 
said. 

About 140 students are presently 
enrolled in remedial classes. 

Librarian Knowles objected to 
elimination of his office. *‘I think we 
are really taking a step backward if 
we take away the basic tools the kids 
need--reading, writing, arithmetic, 
and research,”’ he said. 

After school sports that involve 
competition with other schools are 
also scheduled for elimination. A 
delegation of junior high students 
suggested that they might raise the 
funds necessary to retain their 
recreation program. Trustee Baker 
called for parental response ‘‘in this 
area where the community and the 
city can provide and continue to 
provide.”’ 

The proposed publication budget 
also contains $1400 dollars to hire 
supervisors for after-school intra- 
mural sports. 

Board president James Bremer 
called the dialogue at the last two 
meetings the best he had observed 

In choosing which programs to 
cut, Bremer said that he would avoid 
‘anything that smacks of an unsafe 
circumstance, particularly in regard 
to transportation.” 


‘The priority,’’ Bremer said 


**must come back to services that the 
community cannot provide. As on 
parent said, she ‘can get her kids to 
school, but she can’t teach them 
reading.’ "’

Mack's most recent achieVemént 
in train design is the color scheme 
and liberty bell motif for Southern 
Pacific trains that are participating 
in the nation’s bicentennial 
celebration. One of these, the Cotton 
Belt Locomotive, led the new 
Freedom Train, sponsored by 
American Freedom Foundation, on 
part of the cross-country journey 
currently under way. 

Actually, Southern Pacific has two 
bicentennial locomotives, Mack 
explained. One, a steam locomotive 
called the Blue Streak Merchandi- 
ser, will bring the Freedom Train 
from St. Louis to Los Angeles; the 
other is a daily commuter train in the 
San Francisco Bay area. 

Mack said it was logical that 
railroads should play an important 
role in the bicentennial observation 
since they made such significant 
contributions to the nation’s 
development. 

One of the benefits Mack enjoys 
from his interest in railroads in his 
own increased knowledge of 
American history. 

‘*For instance, in tesearching the 
liberty bell, 1 have learned a great 
deal about its history that I never 
would have known otherwise,”’ he 
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said. 
The Liberty bell decal which is an 
fntegrah part of Mack’s Freedom 


Train design posed some technical ° 


problems of its own. It was 
necessary to find a material that 
would withstand the extremes of 
climate to which the train would be 
exposed, and still provide the 
proper color and texture to give an 
authentic reproduction of the bell. 


Mack’s other train-related in- 
terests include designing and 
building brass miniatures, an 
intricate process which uses the lost 
wax technique of jewelry making. 
With two other designers, Mack 
built a 1/87th scale model of a gas 
turbine engine-the only one of its 
kind in the world. 

He assisted in building the models 
used by Union Pacific in its 100th 
anniversary celebration of the 
Golden Spike ceremony--the historic 
joining of the first transcontinental 
railroad in 1869. 

Mack has recently completed the 
illustrations and jacket design for a 
new book on railroads by Thomas E. 
Lee, scheduled for publication in 
September. 

Although he still has some years 
to go before retirement, it is not 
difficult to guess how Chester Mack 
plans to spend his leisure hours 
when that time comes.

On June 30, the U.S. Agency for International Development (AID), our 
dispenser of foreign aid, will fold its tent and silently steal away from Laos, 
leaving the tent (and all its other property) to the new Pathet Lao Communist 
government which wants U.S. aid money to continue flowing, but with no 
strings attached. ; 

Although opposition to the Pathet Lao collapsed more swiftly--after a 
decade of tug-of-war--than even the Pathet Lao expected, the new regime 
hasn’t wasted any time consolidating its position. 

For years the Laotian cabinet had been a delicately balanced coalition of 
leftists, rightists and ‘‘neutralists,’’ kept glued together by neutralist Prime 
Minister Prince Souvanna Phouma. 

Shortly after Saigon fell, though, Pathet Lao ‘‘rent-a-crowds’’ (as one 
European diplomat describes them) began demonstrating in Vientiane for 
the removal of rightist members of the cabinet. Most of them got the 
message very quickly and took off for Thailand. 

Since the emigres were mostly generals and represented whatever 
military leadership the right wing had, the Pathet Lao rushed in to fill the 
vacuum. Its army, with North Vietnamese well-integrated into it (right down 
to the company level), made a show of strength to intimidate hitherto rightist 
towns in southern Laos and the bloodless takeover was, indeed, over. 

The street demonstrators, meanwhile, stormed the AID offices in 
Vientiane, occupying them and taking hostages. To end the occupation and 
win the release of the hostages, U.S. officials had to agree to pull AID out of 
Laos entirely, along with its 200 American employees (it also employs 2,500 
Laotians). 

The Pathet Lao wants to not quite kill the goose, for they like those golden 
eggs it produces. Now, they want U.S. aid ($32 million this fiscal year) 
‘‘direct and unconditional.’’ In other words, a blank check. It’s no wonder 
they want the money: the United States is Laos’ largest donor by far and this 
aid keeps the local currency afloat. Without it, the Laotian economy will be in 
real trouble. 

Those arguing for continuation of our aid on Pathet Lao terms contend it 
will help maintain a tiny U.S. toehold in Indochina, but close observers of the 
scene believe the ‘‘toehold’’ will produce no tangible benefits and no 
leverage over the Pathet Lao. 

Removal of AID would probably result in the Laotians breaking off 
diplomatic relations with the United States, but in the wake of the fall of 
Cambodia and South Vietnam, that would scarcely be a catastrophe. 

As long as we’re dispensing foreign aid, we’d better turn our attention to 
allies who need it, such as South Korea, and forget Laos. Perhaps the Pathet 
Lao can float a loan with their allies, the North Vietnamese.
